Gentlemen: 


In regard to the desire of the trustees of the 
Robinson fund to turn over the accumulations and some 
of the principle of the fund to the town for library 
purposes, I have examined the statutes and can find 
nothing which indicates that a vote of the town is 
required to accept the gift. 


Since it has always been my impression that such 
vote was required, I called Mr. Dime at the State House 
and he says there is no statutory provision requiring 
a vote of the town to accept such a gift, but that his 
office and general common law would require action by 
the town before acceptance. 


While I have not seen the will, I would assume that 
before the trustees could make any gift to the town 


that it would be necessary to petition the probate court 
for authority.
